Watch That Gun 
Hunter! Safety First 

Frankfort, Ky. — It has been 
conservatively estimated that 
more than ten miUion sportsmen 
will hunt this fall and winter. 
Almost all of them will return 
home to dine on their kill of 
game. But hundreds, i 
thousands, will have marched 
out to their death— through their 
own carelessness or that of others 
in handling guns. 

Kentucky hunters have not 
really opened up yet, but already 
accidents and fatalities have 
cropped out during squirrel and 
dove hunting, preliminary to the 
opening of the main season on 
rabbits, quail, ducks and other 
species. 

Director Earl Wallace of the 
Division of Game and Fish point- 
ed out today that due to increas- 
ed hunting pressure this fall, 
every hunter, expert or novice, 
should practice all safety rules 
in the field, both for his own pro- 
tection and that of others. 

Among the common causes ol 
accidents are clogged gun bar- 
rels, which can occur almost un- 
noticed while tramping the fields 
during a day's hunt. Barrels 
should be checked before firing 
or periodically during a hunt — 
but should be checked only from 
the breech end! 

Remember: handle your gun 
with care and never point at 
anything you don't intend to 
shoot; while walking in the fields, 
keep your gun pointed toward 
the ground, or away from other 
hunters; be sure to use precau- 
tions when climbing fences— it is 
best to unload; and above all, 
don't make alcohol your hunting

They learn too 
late that they are financially ir- 
responsible drivers. . since they 
carry no liability insurance, can- 
not guarantee ability to pay dam- 
ages by means of a surety bond; 
nor can they deposit $11,000 in 
cash with the state Treasurer to 
prove their financial responsibil- 
ity. 

Other features explained in the 
folder are: owner's responsibility 
in case of an accident • involving 
more than $50 damages, necessity 
of reporting all accidents immed- 
iately, exactly when and where 
the iaw applies, and its applica- 
tion to out of state motorists.

spoilage germs in fresh pork and 
the penetration of the preserving 
salt. To give salt time to pene- 
trate the meat, bones and joints, 
chill fresh pork promptly and 
keep it cold— 36 to 40 degrees— 
during the curing period. 

On the farm, meat often has 
to be cured at temperatures 
above 40 degrees. Uuder these 
condi ions families speed up salt 
penetration by: 

"(1) Salting lightly and spread- 
ing the fresh, warm cuts. Never 
pile warm meat or blanket it 
with salt. 
"(2) Poking salt into the joints. 
"(3) Pumping ice-chilled brine 
into the meat. 
"(4) Boning or slicing the cuts

Frozen meat is difficult to 
handle. If fresh meat freezes, 
thaw it in chill room or in cold 
brine before putting it in cure."

Burley auction warehouses 
shall open their 1946-47 sales
